Dear  Otto  : 

Not  before  li^.st  week  was  I  able  to  devote  myself  fully  to 

your  newest  literary  work. As  you  probaMy  know, both  my  tine 

and  my  mind  are  presently  occupied  with  preparations  for 

my  own  book  which, I  do  hope, will  be  ready  for  publication  next  XXUC 

fall. 

So  when  I  was  thràTïgh  redressing  some  pictures  as  well  as  rewriting 
some  chapters,!  thought  I  had  finally  gained  the  peace  of  mind 
for  plumbing  into  'The  Man-made  Hell'. But  I  experienced  soon 
what  must  happen  to  any  reader  of  your  book, I  lost  that  very 
peace  of  mind, and  that  I  presume  is  one  of  the  reasons  which 
mii^ht  have  prompted  you  to  write  it. Will  you  succeed? 

Dante  too  tookj  his  contemporaries  on  such  a  trip  through 
Hell's  regions  and  legions .however  he  offered  at  least  a 
redeeming  factor  with  his  artful  poetry  and  boundless  phantasy. 
A  look  at  the  present-day  conditions  on  the  other  hand, realist i- 
cally  observed, gives  but  little  Joy  for  today, or  hope  for 
tomorrow. As  I  see  it, the  only  promise  lies  in  compromise  ! 

But  is  the  world  ready  and  ripe  for  it?Over  the  past  25 

years,  since  the  end  of  the  "big'*  war  we  have  witnessed  countless 
"little'*  ones, and  all  attempts  at  achieving  peace  have  failed. 
Conferences?  Alliances  ?  Treaties?  0  yes, the  birth  of  the  U.N. 
gave  rise  to  great  expectations  and  greater  frustrât ions .No 
vital  problem  of  mankind  has  been  solved  there. Thus  your  idea 
of  assembling  another  peace-conference— well-meaning  and  well 
presented  though  it  is— has  hardly  a  chance.Specif ically, I'm 
afraid, it  will  run  against  two  obstacles: 

first  against  the  power  structure  of  existing  organisations, 

mainly  within  the  hodyc  politic; 

secondly  against  prevailing  opinions  or  interests , most  of 

all  chauvinistic  hang-ups. 
There  is  not  a  single  nation  that  would  not  put  'self-preserva- 
tion' above  'world-salvation* .That ' s  stupid, no  doubt ;yet  how 
can  we  convince  two  belligérants  that  the  shape  of  the  table 
where  they  meet  is  less  important  than  the  object  they  discuss? 

Lasciare  ogni  speranza  ?  I'm  rather  pessimistic  because  nobody 
of  real  influence  wants  to  submit  to  sacrifice  or  compromise — 
unless  the  persuasion  is  backed  up  by  much  more  than  mere 
xvords.When  Napoleon  asserted  that  the  pen  be  mightier  than  the 
sword, he  expressed  the  experiences  of  his  own  lif e.Unf ortunately. 


neither  the  Kremlin  nor  the  Pentagon  seem  to  be  willing  to  follow 
his  advice, indeed  nobody  ever  obeys  the  wisdom, the  legacy  of 
the  ages. 

Quite  frankly, I  was  most  fascinated  by  what  you  had  to  say, in 
vour  concluding  chapter. about  Israel, the  home  land  of  our  people, 
and  I  agree  with  the  l4  points  of  youl?  peace  program:  Israel 
should  return  all  the  occupied  territories  voluntarily, except 
Old  Jerusalem  (for  spiritual  reasons)  and  the  Golan  Heights  {for 
practical  reasons) .When  I  was  there  a  few  years  ago  I  had  to 
accept  the  simple  fact  that  you  cannot  live  on  the  first  floor 
of  a  house, or  a  settlement , if  on  the  balcony  above  you  somebody 
is  pointing  a  gun  at  you  constantly. 

Ce-^tainly.a  reasonable  arrangement  could  be  worked  out  between 
Arabs  and  Jews, a  neighborly  modus  Vivendi. if  it  weren't  for  those 
vicious  imponderabili»  !To  begin  with  nobody  wants  to  lose  face, 
as  a  consequence  all  lose  faith  ! 

Israel  must  survive  as  a  Nation!  It  would  have  no  chance  whatever 
as  a  conglomerate. Some  people  propose  a  mixed  state  like  a 
Switzerland  of  the  Middle  East. It  is  so  easy  and  yet  so  dangerous 
to  fall  forthat  beautiful  vision. What  would  come  of  it?It's  ob- 
vious, the  Arabs  who  could  not  defeat  Israel  by  the  sword  would 
conquer  it  with  the  penis. In  a  few  decades  the  ratio  of  popula- 
tions would  shift  in  their  favour. Soon  the  Jews  would  find 
themselves  in  the  worst  predicament , namely  in  their  old  role 
as  a  minority. The  haven  of  refugees    will  then  be  closed  once 
more, and  forever. What  a  dreadful  prospect  Î 

Dear  Otto. I  must  confess  that  so  far  I've  read  only  the  first 
and  last  chapters  in  order  to  get  quickly  into  premise  and  solu- 
tion.Now  I'll  start  with  your  critical  and  philosophical  essays. 
Your  book  is  of  such  great  scope  that  it  requires  a  lot  of  time 
for  studying. How  much  more  was  necessary  to  conceive  it, to  write 
it! I  admire  and  congratulate  you  for  that  acheiyement . And  I  wish 
you  all' the  success  it  deserves. Please  keep  me  informed. 

As  to  ourselves, nothing  has  occured  in  recent  months  which  is 
worth  report ing.We' re  expecting  friends  from  Cleveland  who  will 
travel  with  us  for  a  little  while  in  Calif ornia. The  season  is 
so  beautiful. the  scenery  so  enchanting. if  s  a  shame  that  Miriam 
and  you  do  not  want  to  vifeijt.  us  here  .Nevertheless ,  we  think  of 
vou  often  as  friends, and  we  send  you  and  your  family 

our  sincerest  greetings.
